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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Newly submitted claims 1 5-1 8 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: The tool bonding 
kit comprises a turbine component. Turbine blades require a separate and distinct 
search. Turbine welding is a separate and distinct process. The instant tooling fixture 
can be used to hold sheets in place for lamination or adhesive bonding. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 15-18 withdrawn from consideration as 
being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 821 .03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3.. Claims 1 , 2, 4-7, 9, 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Dailey et al. (USPN 5423473). 

Dailey teaches a tooling fixture for applying a compressive load comprising a tie 
arm base (240a, 290a-290d), a plurality of spaced adjustment arms attached to the tie 
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arm (300), a plurality of tensioning arms (320) attached to the ends of the adjustment 
arms, a top plate (31 0), fastening means (340) and deformable compression ring (330). 
The adjustment arms comprise threads, which are used to adjust length (figure 3 and 
col 4 line 61 - col 5 line 60). It is noted that the type of component to be processed in 
the fixture does not further limit the apparatus. 



Response to Arguments 

4. In response to applicant's argument that Daily does not teach a tie arm base 
having the same order of magnitude of the predetermined coefficient of thermal 
expansion as the article to be processed, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed 
invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the 
prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the 
prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. 

An article can be chosen with the same order of magnitude of the predetermined 
coefficient of thermal expansion without changing the structure of the apparatus. The 
limitation does not state that the coefficients must be the same number. A variety of 
materials can be chosen which will have a similar order of magnitude. It is noted that 
the instant claims are drawn to an apparatus rather than a method. 

Therefore the 102 rejection of claims 1, 2, 4-7, 9, 13 and 14 as anticipated by 
Dailey stands. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 3, 8 and 10-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Claim 19 is allowed.
